IN SENATE. 

Thursday, Dec. 17, 1857. 

Prayer by Rev. J. N. Norton, of the Epis- 
copal church. 

The Journal of yesterday was read by the clerk. 

MESSAGE FROM THE HOUSE OF REFRESENTATIVES. 

A message was received from the House ofRe- 
presentatives anuouneiug the passage of sundry 
Dills which originated in that House; and several 
acta which originated in the Senate. 

PETITIO.NS AND REMONSTRANCES 

Were presented bv Messrs. SILVERTOOTH' 
.MATTHEWSON. COSBY, and ANDREWS, 
and appropriately referred. 

MOTIONS AND RECONSIDERATION. 

Mr. SUDDUTH moved that a message be sent 
to the House of Representatives, asking that the 
bill chartering the German gymnastie assoeiation, 
of Covington, be returned to the Senate: nega 
tived- 

Mr. ANDREWS moved a reconsideration of 
the vote by which the Senate on yesterday, fixed 
the Sth oi* January for the election of Public 
Officers. 

Mr. ANDREWS said that the manner m 
which the Penitentiary should be kept, whether 
on lease, as now, or otherwise, may not be de 
termined, and gentlemen who are applicants 
wish to know the terms, before they can know 
whether they will ask for the office. 

Mr, GROVER opposed the motion to recon- 
sider, and called the previous question; the pre- 
vious question was sustained. The Senate then 
reconsidered tlie vote by yeas 26, nays 9. 

REPORTS OF STANDING COMMITTEES. 

The unfinished report of the committee on Re 
vised Statutes was taken up, being a bill to 
amend an act regulating duties of county and 
commonwealth’s attorneys. 

AMr. GILLIS having moved to amend by re- 
ducing the salary of the commonwealth’s attor 
ney to $300 per annum: further action was out 
off by the “orders o/ thedaj/* on yesterday. [The 
original bill dissolves the purtoership in the fees 
between the commonwealth’s and county attor 
ney 8.) 

Mr. GILLIS advocated the amendment, and 
also expressed himself in favor of the original 
bill. 

Mr. HAYCRAFT opposed the amendment, 
and advocated the bill of the committee. 

Mr. GROVER moved to amend the amend- 
ment of Mr Gillis, by reducing the salary of the 
attorney general to $300, and the fees now al- 
lowed by law. 

Mr. GILLIS accepted the amendment of Mr. 
Grover. 

Mr. BUCKNER opposed the amendment as 
amended, and advocated the original bill. 

Mr. RE.VD advocated the amendment, and 
replied to Mr. Buckner. 

*Mr. ANDREWS replied to Mr. Read, and op- 
posed the amendment, and entered into a history 
of the changes of salary and ability of the com 
monweallh’s attorneys in the last 33 years, show- 
ing the evil of the i*eduction of salaries to too 
low a figure. 

Mr. A. during the course of his remarks, advo- 
cated high salaries generally for all the public 
officers of the* Slate from governor down. 

Mr. GROVER addressed the Senate in oppo 
sitiou to the amendment of Mr. Gillis, as amend- 
ed, he having offered his amendment, not because 
he was in favor of reducing the salaries of these 
officers, but that if one was reduced the other 
should be. 

The yeas and nays were taken on the adoption 
of the amendment as amended, and stood, yeas 
14, navs 24; and the amendment was rejected. 

Mr. tv HI I'AK offered an amcnamcni lu 
prevent the attorneys for the commonwealth 
from receiving any fees out of fines, 2tc., unless 
they also collect and pay the commonwealth’s 
portion, unless the Governor has remitted the 
^commonwealth’s portion. 

Mr. RIPLEY moved to re commit the bill and 
amendment to the Judiciary committee: carried: 
and bill and amendment were re committed. 

MESSAGE PRO.M THE GOVERNOR. 

A message in writing was received from the 
Governor, by tho hands of .Mr. Bibb, assistant 
secretary of State. The rule requiring the mes 
sage to lie one day on iho table was dispensed 
with, and the message was read, and it and the 
documonta accompanying, were ordered to be 
printed and referred to the committee on Fed- 
eral Relations. [The message covered a com- 
munication from the secretary of state of the 
United States, inclosing “copies of the Canadian 
Act for better giving effect to the 10th article of 
the treaty between the United States and Great 
Britain, of the 9th August, lb42.*’] 

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES. 

.Mr. WALTON — a bill to amend the charter 
of the Kentucky State medical society: [makes 
it the duty of the president and and secretary to 
report to the Governor, and the reports, &.C., to 
be printed and distributed;] referred to the Fi- 
nance committee, and ordered to be piinted.

Resolved by the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky, That the Governor of this 
Commonwealth be requested to Return the said 
resolutions to the source from w hence they came, 
with his official endorsement thereon, asking in 
the name of Kentucky, that hereafter these 
States respectively keep within their own juris 
diction such resolutions and such doctrines, and 
cease their unwarranted interference with the do- 
mestic institutions of Kentucky. 

With an amendment striking out “superannua- 
ted sources,” and insert in lieu thereof, “States;” 
the amendment was adopted. 

Mr. LINDSEY offered the following as a sub- 
stitute for the resolutions as amended — 
Whf.reas, The Governor of this Common 
wealth having laid before this General .Assembly 
certain resolutions adopted by tho Legislatures of 
Ohio, New Hampshire, Maine, and Connecticut, 
on the subject of slavery, the extension thereof 
into the Territories of the United States, and on 
the power of Congress over the Territories of 
the United States; and this General Assembly 
having considered the same, express their delib- 
erate opinion, as follows: 

Be it Resolved by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That the subject of 
slavery within the States where it exists, whether 
as to continuance, coi^ol, gradual, or immedi- 



ate extinction, belong exclusively to such States. 

Resolved further, I'hat by the constitution and 
laws of the United States, the right to recapture 
a slave, who has escaped from his owner andfied 
to any other State, or into any Territory of the 
United States, is phunly authorized and secured; 
that it is also the plain right of the citizens of 
the several States of the Union, to carry their 
slaves with them in passing through any of the 
States, or to remove to and settle in any of the 
Territories of the United State.s with their slaves 
or other property, and there to hold them or it, 
under the constitutiou and laws of the United 
States, as long as the same remains a Territory, 
and until the citizens of the United States, resi- 
ding in such Territory, shall form u State by 
adopting a constitution which prohibits slavery, 
and abolishes the same. 

Resolved further. That it is a plain duty the 
several States owe each other not to pass any res 
olutions or laws intended or calculated to excite, 
foment, or encourage dissension or want of con 
fidence and respect on the part of the citizens of 
the several States toward each other; on the con- 
trary, it is their duty so to act, speak, pass laws, 
and enforce them, as to prevent wanton aggres 
sion on the rights of each other, on the rights of 
tho citizens, of each other, or their slaves and, 
other properly .and to preserve peace and concord. 

Resolved further, That it is the opinion of this 
General Assembly that the resolutions transmit 
led to the Governor of this Commonwealth, and 
now being considered by this General As.sembly, 
are not conceived in language or in spirit promo- 
tive of peace and good will amongst the people 
of the States, and protective of the rights of the 
slave States, Hiid should be reconsidered, rescind 
ed, or repealed by the several Legislatures who 
passc<i them. 

Resolved further, 'T\\s.t\\, is the disposition of 
the good people of this Commonwealth, as it is 
of this General Assembly, to stand by the com- 
promises as contained in the constitution of the 
United States, and to preserve and perpetuate the 
integrity and honor of the several States, as well 
as of the Union, knowing, as it is expressed upon 
the great seal of our beloved Commonwealth, 
“United we stand, divided we fall.” 

Resolved, That the Governor of this Common- 
wealth transmit copies of these resolutions to the 
Governors of the several States and Territories, 
to our Senatoi-sand Representatives in Congress, 
to be laid before their several Legislatures and 
before Cont rcss. 

Mr. BURNS proposed an amendment to tlu 
substitute, as follows: 

.^mend the substitute by adding “the Kansai 
Nebraska Act,*' after the word “compromises” in 
the fifth rc'oAution. 

Mr LIND:i>EY thought these resolutions from 
other l^tates should receive a respectful considera- 
tion. He was opposed to sending their communion 
tion back with the comments suggested in the Ser- 
ate resolution. States should act in such matters as 
individuals would; and he would give a comme 
nication from a sister State that same respectful 
consideration that he would if from an indivii- 
ual whom he had always regarded as a frienl, 
more especially if it was a matter concerning the 
common good of both. It was the mode tliC 
States communicated with each other, and as the 
.subjects of the resolutions before us to be co.i- 
sidered, affect the powers of Congress and ques- 
tions growing out of the constitution of the Uni 
led Stales, he believed the course to be pursued

The Bank Resumption in New York. 

Serious doubts exist among the banks and bank- 
ers of this city, among whom we include some of 
our best bank directors and merchants, as to 
whether the commercial affairs in England and 
the United States have become so settled as to 
enable the banks to resume without danger of a 
retrograde step; and also without such a con 
traction of loans as might create much inconve- 
nience to our merchants and the present debtor 
of the banks. 

The present state of our foreign trade indi 
cates strongly that the equilibrium of trade is 
not yet reached— that there are yet disturbing 
elements at work which may yet force a further 
contraction of the loans and the currency of our 
hanks in and out of the city. There is virtually 
a resumption, although not formally, throughout 
the city; and so far as our citizens are concerned, 
specie is available for ordinary purposes, but a 
formal and premature resumption would instant 
ly force the banks of the interior to restrict their 
business; and thus depress, instead of encouraging 
trade. 

It is urged that the banks of Pliiladelphia, Bal 
timore, Richmond and other cities, should take 
part in the proposed measure of resumption, 
through a convention or some other channel, and 
that thus there would be concert of action be 
tween and among the several Stales, and some 
one month or day be fixed upon for gener.il re- 
sumption. If such consultation wore solicited, it 
is thought that all would agree upon a day as 
early as the 1st of March and thus avoid any 
danger of a second suspension as in 1838-9. 

It is true that the banks of this city now show a 
reserve of twenty-five millions in coin; but the 
balance sheet with Europe is not yet struck. — 
There is a large volume of indebtedness yettobe 
c.-incelled, arising from the importations of 1857 
and the Amended Tariff which came into effect 
in July last. None of us can tell how much of 
the specie will be required in the adjustment of 
such foreign balances; and the sober second 
thought of our banks (or a majority of them) may 
still point to maintaing the present system for a 
few weeks longer. 

From the New York Times. 

The only desire felt on the subject outside the 
City Association of Banks, was and is that the 
right time should be fixed, and in the right spirit 
of unanimity, to prevent the possibility of a 
second failure of payment in gold, or the recur- 
rence of an unwise as well as cruel and oppressive 
contraction of tlie community in .reasons of panic 
and embarrassment. The initiative was taken 
yesterday, oaL»ide the Clearing House, bvoiic or 
two bank gentlemen, whose conduct in the finan- 
cial events of the fortnight that proceeded the 
October break down, and whose dogmatical 
course since, were not especially calculated to 
command public favor or professional cordialitv; 
butas their publication was followed this after- 
noon by a general conference of the Association, 
every one of whom is equally prepared to make 
formal proclamation, if need bv, of what is al- 
ready being done practically, the movement has 
verv properly been made unanimous. The pub- 
lication referred to came from tho HanksofCom- 
nierce, America, and Manhattan Company— the 
latter being under perpetual charter, the for- 
feiture of which, in case other banks should 
resume payments first, might possibly be incur 
red. 

From the Journal of Tommerco. 

A number of the banks having resolved to 
make a formal resumption of specie payments on 
Monday, the 14th inst., tlie Associated Banks 
held a meeting this evening to see if they could 
agree upon any plan of action. The opposition 
to a formal vole in favor of resumption is not 
ba.sed on the belief that any banks in this city 
would be at all affected by it, since there is no 
practical suspension, and gold is not refused at 
any bank counter in the city. Some of our most 
sagacious bankers, however, hold to the opinion 
that any flourish about resumption at this mo- 
ment will create more or less excitement in the 
money market, with no corre.sponcling advantage 
to anybody, and will also tend to weaken the po- 
sition of country institutions, some of whom could 
not readily adopt the same measure. It will also, 
they think, unsettle domestic exchanges, inter 
fere with the revival of business, and increase the 
general distrust. Our own conviction is, that the 
effect of the resumption has been much over es- 
timated in these anticipations, and that it will 
not create a tithe of the trouble apprehended. At 
the same time, we should not have recommended 
auy formal resumption at present. 

From iheNew York Commercial. 

Wc find this morning that the measure docs 
not meet with a generally favorable reception, 
the impression being that the step is premature, 
and will have u prejudicial effect upon the inter- 
ests in trade. That it will disarrange both the 
foreign and domestic exchanges, cause a drawing 
of specie upon us from other cities, and deaden 
the market, which had began to manifest some 
activity for morcaotilc paper, and the results are 
seen this morning in the fall of the price of 
stocks, and an advance of about half per cent, on 
the average in the rates for Southern exchanges, 
while such sales of foreign bills as were made 
last night, after the determination of the banks 
were made known, were at lower rate of premi- 
um.

The American party in the Kentucky Senate 
have fixed the 5th of January as the day for the 
ele'-tion of a United States Senator. This act 
of the Senate is null and void, it being contrary 
to law. The law is made in pursuance of the 
Constitution of the United States; and if it is 
not complied with, the question is would an elec 
tion be legal ? A non compliance with the law 
in the case of Iowa, was urged as an objection 
to the election of Harlan. It may be assumed 
that the law is only directory, and that if a Sen- 
ator is not elected that way, he may be elected 
by the Legislature souio other way. Let it be 
recollected, however, that the Constitution of the 
United States, which give.-* to tlie Legislature the 
power to elect a Senator, also gives that body the 
power to fix by law the time and manner. That 
has been done; and after that, will any other time 
and manner do, un'il the law is repealed? We 
hope the Democrats will not concur in this action 
of the Senate. Indeed, they have no right to do 
so. Such a resolution, we suspect, is null and 
void; and any election under it of doubtful va 
lidity. — Louisville Democrat. 

The above paragraph was evidently written be- 
fore our respected cotemporarv of the Democrat 
had learned what was the action of the D»-mo- 
cratic House on this question, but when that ac- 
tion is made known to him he will probablychangc 
bis ^opinion as to the validity of the election to 
be held under the resolutiou referred to. It 
would be well if the Democratic members would 
give a little of their time to a careful considera- 
tion of the idea advanced by one of their most 
able organs. Possibly if it had reached them 
sooner, their action would have been different 
from wiiat it was. If the act of the American 
“Senate is null and void,” of course the act of 
the Democratic House of Representatives, con- 
curring with the Senate, is fully as much so. 

According to the logic of the Democrat^ there 
can be no legal election at this session of the Le- 
gislature, and as it claims to be par excellence the 
organ of the law ami order party, of course it 
will oppose any election held during this session 
And, following out the Democrat's idea to its le 
gitiniate conclusion, we suppose that if both 
the present incumbents should die befor the ex- 
piration of their terms of office, and the Govern 
or were lo call .in extra session of the Legisla- 
ture, and that lx>dy should deem it their duty to 
have Kentucky represented in the United States 
Senate, that the election held under such circum 
stance.** would not be valid because it was not 
held on the eighth day of the present session. 
But, notwithstanding the Democrat's suspicions 
of the validity of such an election, it is hardly pro 
b.ible that the editor would grumble at it much if 
two Democrats should be sent to the Senate. 

The Democrat savs: “Let it be recollected, 
however, that the Cuuslitution of the United 
States, which gives to the Legislature the power 
to elect a Senator, also gives that body the power 
to fix by law, the time and manner.” Now, to 
what **body” does the Constitution of the United 
States give the power to fix the time and manner 
of holding the election for United States Senator? 
The Democrat has truly said, that it gives it to 
that body which has the power to elect the Sena 
tor. What body is it which has the power to 
elect a Senator to succeed Hon. John B. Tbomp 
son? Of course it is the present General Assem 
bly of Kentucky which has all such power.— 
That body has fixed upon the 5th of January as 
the dav upon which the election shall be held 
and, with the Democrat, we ask, if any other 
time and manner than that prescribed by them 
will do? 

But the editor of the Dmocrai “hopes the Dem- 
ocrats will not concur in this action of the Sen- 
ate;” in fact, the Democrat doesn’t think they 
have a right to do so. It i.s a pity that the hopes 
of the Democrat should have been disappointed. 

It is well understood here that sonic of the Dem- 
ocrats in the Legislature would not care much if 
there should be no election during this session, 
and now the Louisville Democrat comes to their 
aid, and actually virtually advises that there 
should be no election at all, inasmuch as it would 
hurt his conscience lo violate what he considers 
to be the law of the State and the Federal Con- 
stitution. Our cotemporary was himself fre- 
quently spoken of in connection with the position, 
and, if ability and talents and learning should be 
taken into consideration, few men deserve more 
from his party. If his admirers had rewarded 
his exertions for the Democratic cause by a cau- 
cus nomination, is it improbable that the editor 
would think an electioh held at any time what- 
ever perfectly valid?

The Tiiues’s Washington correspondent, in a 
dispatch-^ialed last evening, says that Governor 
Walker will to-morrow send in his resignation, 
accompanied by an elaborate letter to the Secre 
tary of State, setting forth his reasons. These 
are substantially that the President has reversed 
his policy of letting the people of Ketisas decide 
their domestic institutions for themselves, to 
carry out which Walker accepted the place; that 
he (Walker) cannot conscientiously follow th 
President’s instructions under the new policy as 
developed in the message; that i: is the Presi 
dent’s right to decide upon his own policy, and 
therefore that the Governor, when unable to 
obey, has no alternative but resignation.

From the first organization of the Episcopal Church 
in Frankfort, he has been one of Us vestry, and has al- 
ways manifested a deep interest in Us prosperity.
